SOME COLD WEATHER. 


How Men and Thermometers Freeze 
in Montana. 


[Silver Bow (Montana) Letter to the New 
North west. | 


On the evening of January 8, several 
persons being in my store, and the spirit 
thermometer registering ‘‘thirty-five be- 
low,” the remark was made that quick— 
si'ver would congeal at three degrees 
lower, I requested my clerk, Mr. Stolte, 
to thoroughly cleanse a bar-cumber and 
partially fill it with quick-silver. We 
then exposed the glass of mercury and 
the epirit thermometer on the roof of the 
fre-proof on the north side of the store, 
giving them as nearly equal exposure as 
possible. An hour later the thermometer 
stood thirty-eight degrees below; but the 
quicksilver still remamed uncnapged. 
At 9:20 Pp. M., thermometer stood 40 de- 
grees below; still the quicksilver was live, 
but terribly cold At 9:49 P. M. the 
spirit indicated 41 degrees below; the 
quicksilver was hardening on the out- 
side. A few minutes later the thermoin- 
eter stood 42 degs. below. I picked upc 
tumbler of quicksilver,and to my astonish- 
ment found it completely soliditied—as 
hard as arock. I carried it into the 
Store, and several persons examined it, 
it remaining in that condition some time 
before it showed life.

Curious History of a Man who SAVANNAH 


Hated the Tax-Collector. 


_ _ (N. O, Letter to the N. Y, Times.) 
Living in ene of those quaint nooks 
for which the French quarter of New 
Orleans has become celebrated is an old 
quacroon, who is possessed of property 
valued at upward of a million dollars, 
and who at one time owed the city and 
state upward of $80,000 for taxes. Un- 
like the political property.owners men- 
tioned above, old Francis Lacroix pro- 
fessed no opposition to the Kellogg 
overnment, nor was he ready to bribe 
ellogg’s collectors and assessors. 
The result of this neglect was that 
some £700,000 of his property 
was recently sold for unpaid 
taxes. Some of this he has since re- 
deemed. Even without it, he would 
still be a very rich man. The history of 
the old quadroon, aside from his remurk- 
able. resistance to the tax gatherers, is 
not without interest. From an old resi- 
dent of New Orleaus I have gained the 
folloving account of his life: He was 
born iu New Orleans, his papents be- 
longing to that class of free French col- 
ored people now almost extinct in Louis- 
jana. Forty years ago he was the fash- 
ionable ‘ailor of New Orleans, and made 
money with surprising rapidity. The 
young French dandies of the city never 
thought of showing themselves on the 
streets unless theirlean legs were encased 
in a pair of Lacroix’s trowsers, and at 
the opera and in the fashionable saloons 
of ‘the best society” none but Larcroix’s 
coats appeared. In those days money 
wa; plenty in New Orleans. Hundreds 
of negroes tviled from year’s end to 
year’s end to support one family of lazy 
Whiies, an. the sons of rich sugar plan- 
ters thought nothing of paying one hun- 
dred noid dollars for a garment made by 
Lacroix. By their patronage the squad- 
roon tailor became wealthy, and invest- 
ing his nroncy in real estate, which 
doubled in value as the city grew, he Was 
soon a millionaire. He owned large 
tracts of land ia every suburb, and as 
the populatfen of New Orleans increased 
he built houses and rented them to ex 
iravagaut and careless planters. . Soon 
there were some in debt, and he 
obtained mo:tgages on their estates, and 
so continued to increase his property 
until, at the outbreak of the war he was 
regarded as the richest man in Louisiana, 
One peculiarity of the old man was his 
aversion to paying taxes. With a prince- 
ly revenue, he lived like a pauper, and 
declaring that he had ne money, ty one 
device cr another succeeded in escaping 
the tax gatherer. Four years ago his bill 
fur unpaid city taxes amounted lo Up- 
ward of $35,000. As usual he tried to 
escupe payment, but Gov. Warmouth 
| wanted money. Hts followers were pool 
and hungry, and they told the old man, 
With au air of deterniination that was not 
to be mistaken,that he must pay his taxes 
or lose his property.

Among the persons who at half past ee 
ten o'clock yesterday morning were wait- 
ing in the Fulton ferry house, on the 
New York side, for transportation to 
Brooklyn, were Mr. Evarts, Mr. Porter, 
and Mr. Abbott, of Mr. Beecher’s coun- 
sel, and Mr. William F. Taylor, one of 
the jurymen.

became so imbedded that she could 
move neither way. -
